BOOKS DESTROYED | 

Further questioned, the plaintiff said, that 
to the best of his belief, he registered the 
letter in which he alleged he enclosed three 
drafts, including one for £22 10s. He had 
had a communication from the Postmaster 
at Durban stating that the books relating 
to the registration had been destroyed owing 
to lapse of time. Witness might have lost or 
mislaid the registration certificate. 

Mr. FitzGerald—Why .did you not keep 
the certificate of registration, which was the 
evidence to your customers and yourself that 
you had posted that letter?—I did register 
the letter. 

What did you do with the registration 
slips; are they like the accounts you said 
you had of vour profits as Sweep agent, and 
destroyed before you left South Africa; did 
you destrov them or merely lose them?—I 
may have lost them. I would not wilfully 
destroy them. 

After further evidence, Mr. Justice 
Hanna, in dismissing the claim, quoted, 
with approval, the words of Lord Lindley, 
in what, he said, was considered almost a 
classical passage: “Ár turm causa non 
oritur actio; this old and well-known legal 
maxim is founded on g sense and ex- 
presses a clear and well recognised legal | 
principle which is not confined to indict- 
able offences. No Court onght to enforce 
an illegal contract or allow itself to. be 
made the instrument of enforcing obliga- 
tions alleged to arise out of a contract or 
transaction which is illegal, if the illegality 
is duly brought to the notice of the Court, 
and if the person invoking the aid of the 
Court is himself implicated in the illegality. 
It matters not whether the defendant has 
pleaded the illegality or whether he has 
not.”” 

The principle, he said, applied, not onl 
to a contract which was Ulegal in itself, 
but also to a contract which, though legal 
where made, demanded as part of its obliga- 
tions on the plaintiff the performance of 
acts illegal according to the laws of the 
country, where such performance by the 
plaintiff was to take place. 


THE COMITY OF NATIONS 

In this case there was a further point—that 
the damages sued for were based upon the loss 
of a trade of a character illegal according to 
the laws of the country where the perform- 
ance of the contract ov the part of the plaintiff 
was undoubtedly to take place. Though this 
doctrine had been limited to the laws of 
foreign and friendly countries, it would seem 
almost stronger in the case of nations 
of the Commonwealth, that not only should 
the comity of such nations and the pen 
policy, as expressed in the legislation of suc 
nations, but the comity between their Courts 
prevent the tribunals of one country from per- 
mitting their Courts to become a cockpit for 
the investigation of transactions which could 
not be legally considered and were contrary 
to law in the countries where the obligation, 
or the performance of the obligation, naturally 
fell. 
** Can anyone believe,” he asked, “ that 
the Courts in England pr Scotland would ex- 
tend their benevolent jurisdiction in favour of 
Irish citizens who had made contracts illegal 
here for, say, the sale of books that had been 
condemned by the Censor, and the sale of 
which would be illegal in this country? Or 
could our Courts shut their eyes to the 
illegality of a contract made here in reference 
to the sale of slaves in Abyssinia, if damages 
in respect thereof were sought here? - 

It was a novel and important point in this 
country, and he would invite the opinion of 
the Supreme Court upon it. He gave judg- 
ment for the defendants with costs, and with 
a stay upon the order if desired.

THE ‘* TALKING-BOOK.”’

INTERESTING DEVICE FOR 


THE BLIND 
The ‘talking book” has made its 


appearance in Dublin. It will be used 
primarily for the instraction and entertain- 
ment of the blind. 
In a broadcast from Athlone, Mr. J. P. 
Neary, Secretary of the Irish Association for 
the Blind, described the ‘‘talking book.” 
He said that, after years of research, it was 
perfected in the sound laboratory of the 
American Foundation for the Blind, New 
York, early in 1934. It resembles a large 
portmanteau, in the lid of which is a loud- 
speaker, There is about five times more 
reading matter on the “talking book '' reco 
than on a gramophone disc. Moreover, the 
speed of the gramophone is 78 revolutions 
per minute, while that of the “ talking 
book ” is only 35. ee 
There are three models of the “ taikin 
book ’’—the spring-driven machine, wéth head- 
hones, which enables one to read without 
ing a source of annoyance to, others; the 
all-electric for A.C. mains, and the all-electric 
for A.C, or D.C. mains. ; ; 
The numbers on the tuning dial are in 
Braile characters. On the panel of the radio 
set there are two controls for the “talking 
book,” one for volume and the other for 
tone. There is also the tuning condensor 
and a reaction, There is a phonograph swite> 
which connects up with the “ talking book, 
and another switch which starts it in motion. 
The pick-up is ugg to ye tho 
ne, except that it is put on the : 
5 wae said. that the Dnited States 
Congress had passed legislation authorising 
an appropriation of approximately £15,000 
a vear for the manufactnre of ' talking

A FOREBODING 


At about 7.0 p.m., however, one began 
to feel that something strange was afoot.

At 7.29 p.m. exactly the last of the 
Quota Orders was disposed of—and almost 
instantaneously the Chair suggested that 
in the absence of Deputy MacDermot there 
could be no talk of a motion on the 
adjournment, and the Dail, if. all went 
well, would assemble at 3.0 p.m. next 
Wednesday.

THE BILL PASSES 


For the rest the remaining stages of the 
League of-Nations Bill were passed with- 
out division, though Deputies Belton and 
Kent, an indignant pair in the Indepen- 
dent front bench, again gave formal notice 
that they did not. wish to associate them- 
selves with the apparent derangement of 
their colleagues. 

The Committee stage began with a ge 
from Deputy Cosgrave. He asked if any 
definite agreement had been made with 
the banks to enforce financial sanctions, 
and suggested further that the public 
should be made to realise clearly what 
types of transaction would become illegal 
if the bill were passed. 

Then came Deputy Belton, and in a 
second we were up to the elbows again in 
conscription and a welter of human gore. 
He struck an immediate blow for freedom 
by asking the President “to take off the 


whole issue, but realising, perhaps, that 
such a request was several miles out cf 
place on a Committee stage, he then 
settled déwn to read in stricken, wondering 
tones, the powers given to the Executive 
Council under the terms of the bill. He 
seemed as if he was reading the technical 
directions for the handling of a patient on 
the rack. His study of the bill at an end, 
he asked the President one question: ‘‘ If 
necessary, will there be conscription ?”’ 
and the President laid his face in his bands 


and shook with silent laughter for so 
poeeneed a period that he appeared 
ikely to do himself an injury. 


Before any such disaster could befall, 
however, the Chair intervened to ask 
Deputy Belton to relate his question to 
any of the schedules under consideration. 
In connection with Deputy Belton this 
request usually has the force of an invita- 
tion to try something else, and Deputy 
Belton, as is his practice, did. Beginning 
with, “ Deputy Norton has offered Labour 
for shambles in Europe,” he went on to 
read out some of the President’s Geneva 
speeches, adding observations of his own, 
sotte voce, that convulsed the House. After 
a while the Chair interrupted to observe 


second reading speech,” and the deputy 
seemed to realise the truth of this. “If 
I’m not in order you say so,” said Deputy 
Belton generously, “and I'll fade away.” 
He did a very short time later. 


WAY TO CONSCRIPTION 


The President, in reply, said arrange- 
ments already had been made with the 
banks, and then dealt with Deputy Belton. 
“The only way I can see conscription,’ 
he said, ‘‘ would be if we had to conscript 
the youth of this country to force the 
banks to carry out their obligations.’’ He 


seemed to regard the possibility as remote. 


The rest of the debate was taken up 
with discussion of .what constituted a 
“humanitarian body” that was to be 
exonerated and of Deputy Mulcahy’s 
question: '“ Is it an offence to send 
to a needy friend in Italy?!” Deputy 
MacDermot asked “if Deputy Esmonde 
might send Signor Mussolini £10,000 in 
notes as a mark of sympathy, and what 
an Italian would do who won £30,000 in 
the Irish Sweep. The President did not 
seem to know, but reiterated that theso 
were not credit transactions, and were vt, 
therefore, relevant.

TOTALS ON THE REGISTER 


Most of the people who came on the regis- 
ter were small farmers, whose general per- 
manent economic position was below the 
level that the Government had set in the 
Unemployment Assistance Act as the level at 
which relief should be given. 

There was a great illusion as to the real 
meaning of the vast totals on the register, 
There was a feeling that the 150,000 on the 
register were all units of unemployment. 

“The vast majority of the people who are 
on the Unemployment Assistance Register at 
the present moment are not unemployed per- 
sons at all in that sense. We have had one 
rather curious opportunity of testing it. 
This year. there were two unemployment 
periods, one in which all people of over. £4 
valuation were put off the Unemployment 
Assistance Register for a period of about an 
month, and a second unemployment period 
in: which all unmarried men without depen- 
dents in the rural districts were put off the 
register. 52,000 people came off the register. 
These people, if they were seeking employ- 
ment, would have gone to a different cate- 
gory at that time, and been classified as 
“others.” As a matter of fact, the “others ' 
class only increased by 4,000 people. 


THE LABOUR PARTY 


Mr. FLINN referred to Labour complainty 
that men were struck off the register because 
of anonymous letters sent to the exchange. 
He said that he would be glad .to see moral 
courage developing that would make citizens 
do their duty over their own names. It was 
the duty of every citizen to “ clean up” the 
register. 

The Labour Party (continued the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary) asked the Government, to 
“take their courage in their hands” and 
proceed with big schemes of unemployment 
relief costing a lot of money. 

“When we ask on Budget day for the 
means of doing the things they say we should 
do,' he commented, “ they should take their 
courage in both their feet and walk into the 
right lobby to support us. It is time we had 
the assistance of the Labour Party in facing 
the unpopularity arising out of attempts to 
raise the means of doing what they say ought 
to be done.
